The finance committee made the 
following report, which was adopted: 
To the Hoard of Council of the City of 

Frankfort, ky.: 

Your finance com mitte find them- 
selves confronted with the Important 
and serious task of laying the tax 
levy for the present year, and desire 
to present the subjec t to your body 
in such a manner as t o show the re- 
quirements to be met, and the only 
method known to us to met them in 
the best Interest! Of the city and ac- 
cording to business principles. In- 
closed is a careful estimate of the 



school-year ending June 30th, 1892. 
But should there arise, from any 
cause, a necessity for a larger sum 
to maintain said school in the effi- 
cient administration of its beneficent 
purpose, we unhesitatingly assert 
that the means will be readily appro- 
priated from any funds on hand at 
the time the demand arises. We 
believe this course is justified by the 
necessities upon us from other 
Bources, and when understood, will 
fully satisfy the most ardent advo- 
cates of our common school system, 
among whom the undersigned com 
mittee are pleased to class them- 
selves. With the above exhibit and 
assurance, we feel that it is un- 
necessary to further elaborated this 
branch of this report. 

The Colored School is amply pro- 
vided for, having at present about 
two thousand dollars to its credit, be- 
sides being supported by the entire 
tax collocted from colored persons in 
the city. 

With these school interests prop- 
erly provided for, we are called upon 
to meet only the requirements set 
forth in the estimate above, unless 
perhaps some new obligation should 
arise, which we trust will not be the 
case during the present year. 

To meet the above demands we 
are forced to recommend that the 
tax levy for the present year be made 
$1.60, for revenue, which alone will 
not fully realize an amount sutficent 
to meet these estimated expenses, but 
which we trust will be ample after it 
is supplemented by interest due on 
Midland Railroad bonds, tax judg- 
ments, rent of city hall, and collec- 
tion of back taxes. Our apology for 
the recommendation of the above 
large tax levy is, that the city should 
meet its obligations promptly, and 
that no tax levy should be made 
which will not enable the council to 
pay its floating debt and thus avoid 
the payment of bank interest, which 
has already required too great an ex- 
pendition of the public funds. 

Another reason for this tax levy is 
found in the recently formed Consti- 
tution of the State, which provides 
that after the present year the tax 
levy of cities in the class with Frank- 
fort shall be limited to the amount of 
75 cents on the one hundred dollars 
meet its current expenses. We 
believe that prudent forethought 
demands that we should make all 
needful preparation the present year, 
by extinguishing our floating debt, 
and endeavor to place the city 
finances in the best possible condi- 
tion for the curtailed resources of 
the city which the new Constitution 
will necessitate. We trust that by 
the application of strict business 



principles in the management of the 
city affairs, an economical expendi- 
ture of its funds, and a close sc rutiny 
of all accounts, that the expiration of 
the present year will find the city 
with all aocounts paid up, with no 
bank debt, and ready to adjust itself 
to the schedule imposed by the ne 
State Constitution.

Mrs. Mary Cox Passen Away 
In HerHuudretli

Mrs. Mary Cox. widow of the late 
Jacob Cox, and mother of Mr. L. J.

PROF. RROW'DER DEAD. 

The Able Teaclicr Passes 
way at His Home on 
Thursday Evening. 




Prof. Samael P. Browder, Superin 
tendent of the Public Schools of this 
<jity, died Thursday evening at 9 
o'clock, after an illness of several 
weeks. While it was known that 
Prof. Browder was seriously ill his 
death was unexpected, and the 
announcement that his spirit had 
winged its flight produced universal 
regret and Badness. He had been a 
sufferer for many years from asthma, 
and early in February was attacked 
With grippe from which he had 
been confined to the house. On Wed- 
nesday he was feeling so much better 
that he arose, went out and walked 
about his yard for a short time, when 
he took fresh cold, causing his dis- 
ease to take the form of dropsy, 
producing his death as above stated. 

Prof. Browder was born in 1830, 
near Middletown, in Jefferson coun- 
ty, and was raised in Louisville, 
where early in life he commenced the 
profession of teaching. In Septem- 
ber, 1868, when the Frankfort Public 
School was organized, he was elect- 
ed its first Superintendent, which po- 
sition he continued to fill up to the 
time of his death. Being a splendid 
teacher and admirable organizer, 
under his able management the 
school soon took rank as one of the 
best in the State, a reputation it has 
continued to maintain. He possessed 
the faculty of imparting knowledge to 
the young in an eminent degree, and 
few men in the State stood higher 
than he as an educator, and in hia 
death the educational interests of 
the city and State have suffered an 
irreparable loss. 

He leaves a widow and four chil- 
dren-Mrs. W. S. Saftell, Miss Mary 
aud Mr. George Browder, of this 
city, and Mrs. H. M. Stucky, of Louis- 
ville, to mourn his loss. 

The funeral will take place this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock from his lata 
residence on Shelbj street, and the 
remains will be interred in the Cem- 
etery here.

That his 
entire life, from early manhood until 
the ripe age at which he died, was 
given to the purposes of common 
school education and that he proved 
himself efficient alike in organization, 
discipline and general management. 

Resolved That the profound regret 
and sympathy of the Board be ten- 
dered to the bereaved family, and 
that in testimony of its respect to 
the memory of the deceased, the 
Board will attend the funeral in a 
body.
